South Melbourne was 
readmitted because it was 
considered more suitable 
than the other Victorian 
applicant, Preston Make- 
donia.

-Corrimal, Mr Laurie Kelly, 
;has joined Wollongong 
*soccer officials in lodging 
a strong protest with the 
_ ASF after Wollongong’s 
exclusion from the Philips 
League. 


Mr Kelly said he had telephoned ASF 
president Sir Arthur George to express a 
strong protest against the decision. 

He said he was shocked and was sure 
the people of Wollongong would greatly 
resent the decision. 

Mr Kelly wants to motivate soccer 
followers in Wollongong to band togeth- 
er in an appeal to the ASF. 

Wollomgong: Ss application was turned 
down in favour of Blacktown City and 


tne decision has brought a storm of pro- 
test from the south coast. 

Wollongong committee spokesman 
Jim McCormack said he was still having 
trouble believing Wollongong has missed 
out. 

‘**The ASF has ignored Wollongong at 
a time when the City has more to offer 
the league than anyone else,’’ he said. 

“We had a $20,000 national sponsor- 
ship, $40,000 in personal guarantees 
from the committee, a ground and the 
full backing of the media and people of 
the city. 

“I find it hard to believe the Philips 
Company will stand by and allow this to 
happen.” 

He said he was certain Wollongong 
would have proved a better financial 
proposition than Blacktown to the ASF. 

“We would draw far more supporters 
here than Blacktown could hope to as 
they are just a stone’s throw from Mar- 
coni’s ground,”’ he said.

The Philips League, 
which started its annual 
general meeting in Sydney 
while the ASF was making 
its deliberations, was in- 
censed by the decision. 


The clubs threatened nat 
to accept the ASF deci- 
sion. This brought a count- 
er-threat that the clubs 
would be banned from the 
international federation, 
FIFA. 


The clubs then agreed 
among themselves to 
share the cost of Olym- 
pic’s air fares so that 
Olympic could be read- 
mitted to make up a 15- 
team league. 


This was put to the ASF 
executive late in the after- 
noon and quickly rejected. 


However, Olympic’s 
president John Con- 
stantine said this week he 
hoped the proposal would 
be considered again the 
next time the ASF meets, 
in about four weeks’ time. 


“‘There’s still hope that 
sanity will prevail,’’ he 
said. 


“The decision, as it 
stands, is one of utter in- 
sanity. There is no way it 
can be justified. 


“The three-man com- 
mittee that investigated 
the suitability of the PSL 
applicants, said Olympic 
met all the criteria, that 
Wollongong needed a bit 
more work in the areas of 
ground and finance and 





No to Croatia 


Sydney Croatia and 
Wollongong were rejected 
in the voting before the 
ASF executive decided to 
replace Olympic with 
Blacktown at its meeting 
on Saturday. 

Unofficial reports about 
the voting said Croatia 
was rejected 8 votes to 3, 
and Wollongong 6-5. 
Olympic was ousted 11-0 
and Blacktown accepted 
77-0.

“Yet the ASF went 
ahead with a decision that 
will virtually kill my club 
unless the decision Is re- 
versed or the league is in- 
creased in numbers to fa- 
cilitate our return. 


“We've promoted young 
players, we've got guaran- 
teed use of Pratten Park, 
we've got our own licensed 
club and we've spent $750,- 
000 over three years.

Blacktown City, 
the new Philips 
League Club, had 
budgeted to spend 
$250,000 next year. 


The club owns its own 
ground, Gabbie Stadium, 
on eight acres at Seven 
Hills. 

It plans to build a grand- 
stand soon. 

Blacktown has a suc- 
cessful licensed club adja- 
cent to its ground. The club 
has 1500 ,members and 
turns over about $500,000 a 
year. 

Development approval 
has been given for a two- 
storey extension which 
should double the club's 
membership. 

Work on increasing the 
size of the car park has al- 
ready begun. 

Blechtoon City is the 
new name of the Toongab- 
bie club, formed 27 years 
ago. The club changed its 
name when Blacktown 
was proclaimed Austra- 
lia’s newest city this year. 

Blacktown is about 40 
km from Sydney, in the 
outer western suburbs be- 
tween Parramatta and 
Penrith. 

The Sylko Division of the 
Bradmill group, manufac- 
turer of King Gand Yakka 
garments, sponsored 
Blacktown City with $6000 
cash this year. 

Club president Howard 
Bradley, 36, who owns an 
air conditioning company, 
said he hoped that Brad- 
mill’s sponsorship would 
increase next season.

‘Our only choice would 
be to let our best players 
go, and that would amount 
to sealing our tomb,’ Mr 
Constantine said. 

“It is an utterly hopeless 
position. Olympic may not 
exist at all next year. 

“Saturday was surely a 
black day for Australian 
soccer.”’ 

Mr Constantine pointed 
out that Olympic had good 
crowd support interestate 
and that the biggest crowd 
that turned up in New- 
castle this year was at 
KB's game against Olym- 
pic. 

‘Our highest attendance 
at home this year was 8500, 
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draw. Had we been more 
successful in the league, 
we may have drawn 
crowds of up to 12,000."’ Mr 
Constantine said. 


Mr Constantine denied 
rumors about a possible 
amalgamation between 
Olympic and Sydney City. 


“Tt was only newspaper 
talk,’’ he said. ‘‘I can’t see 
any possible amalgama- 
tion. It is not feasible.”’ 


If Olympic does con- 
tinue as a club next year, it 
probably will play in the 
NSW State League. 


The League has said it 
will accept Olympic as

“*He believes passionately in 
what hecoaches and he has the 
players believing it too. 

“He's got us revved up for 
the game against the New 

ork Cosmos on October 21. 
We'll be well-organised and 
the Cosmos won’t find it easy. 

“Len has taught us to play 
the possession game as well as 
any team, including the 
Cosmos. We'll go out there to 
win.”

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BOY' CAMPBE

There is little doubt that the mid-season acqusition of big, 
bustling Irish centre forward Bobby Campbell played a 
’ significant role in Brisbane City’s feat in finishing in the 


Philips League top four. 


Campbell did not join City until the 12th 
round and his debut was in the home match 
against South Melbourne, which City won 1-0. 

The only City identities who knew anything 
-of Campbell’s background were coach Nereo 
Saftich and midfielder Frank Pimblett. _ 

Saftich had Campbell earmarked for sign- 
ing after watching him play for English 
Fourth Division club Huddersfield Town 
during a scouting mission at the end of 1977. 

But it took Saftitch a long time after that to 
get Campbell to Australia, chiefly due to the 
Irishman’s wander-lust in other directins. 

Huddersfield sold Campbell to Sheffield 
United and from there he switched to Canada, 
playing for Vancouver Whitecaps in the 
NASL, where he was the club’s leading 
goalscorer. 

He eventually returned to England and 
Halifax Town, and it was eventually from that 
club that Campbell made the trip to Australia, 
finally ending Saftich’s concerted efforts. 

Campbell originally came on loan from 
Halifax, but is now fully under contract to 
Brisbane City. 

His association with Pimblett came before 
Huddersfield, when the pair played a number 
of first team matches for Aston Villa. Pim- 
blett came straight from Villa to Brisbane, 
and has been playing with City in the PSL 
since its inception in 1977. 

Campbell took a while to get into goalsco- 
ring stride, which naturaily did not please the 
demanding supporters, who expect virtually 
overnight miracles from imported players. 

City lost Campbeli’s second appearance 
match away to West Adelaide in highly con- 
troversial circumstances, but the next week 
downed Apia 2-1 in Sydney. 

Then came the crunch match against Adel- 
aide City at Perry Park, which in hindsight, 
could be regarded as the match which even- 
tually enabled City to beat Rale Rasic’s team 
into the top four. 

Down |-0 at halftime, City drew level with 
Campbell's first goal, a magnificent header 
which gave Peter Marshall no chance, before 
Kevin Caldwell added the winner. 

Campbell did not score again in the follow- 
ing 1-0 away win over Sydney Olympic and the 
home 1-1 draw with Newcastle United, but on 
each occasion he made an enormous contribu- 
tion to the attack. 2 

Campbell added the vital third goal when 
City downed Heidelberg United 3-1 at home 
but in the next three matches, City supplied 
only one goal in three matches against 
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Canberra City (0-0), Brisbane Lions (0-0) and 
Sydney City (1-0). 


But it was in the home match against Mar- 
coni that Campbell reached his peak, although 
aoe enough he had been named on the 

nch, 


City was down 2-0 at halftime, Campbell 
took the field and the match changed com- 
plexion completely. Campbell*drove City for- 
ward by example, picked up two great goals 
i just failed to make something out of noth- 


His most important contribution, along with 
Peter Sharne and Mark Jankovics, was to help 
provide one of the finest PSL matches seen in 
Brisbane, as Marconi won 4-3. , 

Campbell next scored with a header which 
left Steve Potter groping in the 2-1 win at 
home against Footscray, although he should 
have added another to his tally the week be- 
fore, but missed a penalty against St George. 

The final match of course was the one City 
had to win to stay in the top four and it was 
again Campbell who set the pattern with yet 
another dynamic display against West Adel- 
aide, when he was rewarded with the second 
goal in City’s 2-0 win. ; 

It brought Campbell's tally to six goals 
from 15 matches and provided City Supporters 
with a real personality. 

Campbell came here with a reputation for 
being somewhat of a “bad boy’’ off the park, 
and there was one early story that he had been 
involved in a set-to in a Brisbane nightclub 
soon after his arrival. 

But coach Saftich claims Campbell is no 
trouble to handle and he trains the same way 
as he plays - if you're in the way, watch out. 

Campbell is in the mould of what could be 
termed the old-fashioned type of British 
centre forward, tough, uncompromising and 
gives nothing away. He certainly does not 
know when he's beaten, judging by his per- 
formances to date. 

Similar to his previous history, Campbell's 
future in Australia is uncertain. He is engaged 
to a lass in England and is undecided about 
where he will be married. 

Saftich undoubtedly is hoping he wiil tie the 
knot in Australia, so that the big fellow will 
not be lost to Brisbane City and the PSL. 

Only 23, Campbell, born in Belfast, would be 
a hey asset for many years to come. In the 
immediate future, his job is to serve City well 
and carry his form into the top four round- 
robin series.

One junior coach recently 
accused me of hammering 
the juniors too much. > 


“It’s the standard of coaching among 
pee econes you should be looking at,’’ he 
said, 


“Our kids are on a par with those in the 
rest of the world, it’s when they get to the 
senior level that they drop back." 

I had to concede that he had a point. 

I remembered a few back the 
Australian schoolboy team giving England 
schoolboys a good game in Sydney before 
losing 0-2. 

That Australian team’s centre back Ian 
Rowden has made his mark with APIA 
and Sydney Olympic, whereas the Eng- 
land centre back, Higgins has been a regu- 
lar with Everton. 

. Was Higgins. alw sy ree than Row- 

en, or iggms su ently get 
better coaching, ordid he just gravitate up 
to the higher standard asked of him in 
England? 

Probably a mixture of all of these. 

Whatever we say about the relative 
standards at senior and junior level, the 
fact is that our players are not as skilful as 
they need to be and our teams do not play 
4s well as our paying public would like 
them to — as many are showing by stop- 
ping away from games. 

Good, entertaining, skilful soccer is 
played by skilful individuals who can com:~ 
bine their skill, because they understand 
what is required of them in team situ- 
ations. 

For example, a well-coached team will 
know what they are going to do when they 
win the ball in their own defensive area. 

Depending on the situation, they may 
clear the ball high wide and safely; play a 
Precise long ball to start a counter attack, 
or maybe start a controlled short passing 
build-up. 

A team will recognise which strategy to 
use if it has been coached in reacting the 
correct way.

Often this season, I have seen profes- 
sional teams win the ball in their own de- 
fensive area with the opponent having 
maybe seven men upfield, yet a slow at- 
tacking build-up is started which allows 
the other team to recover and regroup its 
defence. 

Yet another time presents itself when 
the team wins the ball in its defensive zone 
with only a couple of its opponents’ 
players upfield, the rest in their own half 
and instead of a composed build-up, the 
team winning the ball belts it forward inta 
the mass of players waiting in the other 
half. 

This is a common occurrence indicating 
lack of tactical knowledge among the 
players. 

One coach who has worked very hard 
this season on those type of group skills is 
Victorian State coach, Len McKendry. 

He has been able to get his players one 
night per week and work on individual and 
group skills without having to worry about 
the requirements of fitness and to a 
certain extent, motivation which takes up 
some of the time of the club coach. 

The result has been outstanding. 

Most of his players have been throug) 
coaching courses under McKendry in his 
role of Victorian director of coaching and 
they readily understand what he means 
when he talks about ‘‘closing down players 
.. . getting goal side . . . giving depth in 
attack ... getting compact in defence .. .”’ 
some of the things the Victorian team has 
worked on as a group with McKendry. 

Two years ago, I spent a fortnight with 
McKendry staffing a senior coaching 
course in Sydney. 

He told me how he had watched Bayern

Munich train for two hours solid on how to 
free sweeper Franz Beckenbauer in the 
midfield and then exploit his probing 
passes to interchanging strikers. 





This type of group skill is rarely worked 
on with Australia’s professional teams. 

There are several reasons for this. 

Some of the coaches cannot coach these 
skills 


Others that can, are often inhibited by 
players who, after a day at work, do not 
want to do a session of coaching ‘“‘work’’. 

Rather than “‘work” at the game, they 
prefer to “‘play”’. 

Play six-a-sides, play two touch and 
generally do relaxing training which is 
easier to take and more enjoyable. 

This is understandable. 

However, for Australia’s professional 
soccer to improve and provide more en- 
tertainment, the players will have to be 
more proficient in individual and group 
skills. 

Malcoim Allison, a coach (not neces- 
sarily a manager) whom I admire, told 
me a couple of years ago in England that 
he had conditioned his players to the fact 
that he would not waste time on un- 
coached six-a-sides. 


In Adelaide, during my period there, I 
watched Belgrade’s Red Star train for an 
hour and a half, 


At one end of Hindmarsh Stadium, three 
midfielders and three strikers were at- 
tacking a goal without opposition, 


One of the midfielders was the main 
playmaker and he continually fed balls to 
the other five who interchanged positions 
fluidly, timing their runs to perfection, ob- 
viously the result of the many hours they 
had spent on this activity. 

Len McKendry’s Victorian team has 
proven that this ‘‘working” at the game 
can bring its own enjoyment — the su- 
preme soccer enjoyment, playing well and 
winning.

Clarrie Coutts, one of the 
most noted Australian-born 
players, died in a Newcastle 
hospital last weekend. He was 
78 


A product of West Wallsend, 
Coutts also played for. one 
season with Adamstown Rose- 
buds and Kurri Kurrl. 

' He played in 506 matches at 
senior level. This, according to 
records, is the most number of 
matches played by a defender 
in top grade competition in 
Australian Soccer. 

He captained his club 
teams, Northern representa- 
tive sides and N.S.W. and 
Australia. 

He played with West Wall- 
send in seven Gardiner Cup 
finals when that knock-out 
competition was regarded as 
the most important event in 
Australian soccer. 

The winning side was re- 
garded, at the competition's 
height of popularity, as the 
national champion. He was a 
member of the winning slides 
in 192)-23-24-26. 

His brother, Jack, was West 
Wallsend’s goalkeeper at the 
time Clarrie Coutts was team 
captain. 

Clarrie came into promi- 
nence soon after World War }.
